N the prese.it dibabtroub situation ot 
our country, it ib truly melu;iclioly

termination to our culamiiit's. 
\Vode 
foreign nations, in then w.^i l.,ic among 
themselves, h.ive vioKue>i our rights, 
plundered us of our property, and treat­ 
ed our national character with t!ic most 
marked conteuipt, it is painful to think, 
that our own government, by its ill-judg­ 
ed measures, is protnoting the hostile 
views, which it is s»aid these nations en­ 
tertain towards us, by tlobti-oying the re­ 
maining part of our foreign trade, which 
the unjust cwnduct of the belligerents 
had left us. 


Previous to the pernicious interfer­ 
ence of our own government, in our fo­ 
reign commerce, and during the exist­ 
ence of tho unjust decrees and orders 
of which we complain, wc enjoyed ih.it 
portion of foreign trade, which carried 
off, on advantageous terms, the surplus 
produce of our soil, and enabled us to 
supply ourselves, with those foreign 
commodiiies of which we stood in need, 
and which could not be procured at 
home ; and at the same time, supplied 
our government with a revenue, etjUal, 
or nearly so, to its expenditures. 
All 
this however has been eut off, cither di­ 
rectly or uidirectly, by our own foolisii 
restrictions : for although the luw of 
March last, docs not prohibit exporta­ 
tion, even to Great-BritaU), nor appa­ 
rently interferes witii our shipmems to 
(^adiz and Lisbon ; yet it mtlst be evi­ 
dent, to every man of rcftcction, that 
when our importations cease, the de- 
m-and will also cease for our funds a- 
broad ; and although Spain and Portu­ 
gal, may continue to purcUase our flour, 
and corn, and ricc ; yet, if we cannot 
get the proceeds of these shipments, 
except on such dlsadvantay^euus tt i mb 
from tho dfpreclatfoTt of exchange, &t. 
ab will render it a losing buwnesb, it will 
cea:»c to be worth pursuing— 1 am cor­ 
rect therefore in saying, that the law in 
quebtion, was calculated, if not intended, 
to destroy the only branch of our forci^;n 
trade, thai held out any inducement to 
pursue It. 


Permit me to ask, what could induce 
Congress to pass such a law—.to rt-sort 
to such a scll-desiroying m e a s u r e I 
am aware t!\e avowed object of it was, 
to C4,>mpel Great-Britain to rescind her 
orders in council-—and to fulfil our en­ 
gagements to Franco.

W hat he said to them, 
he may sa,y to Us— that “ that maritime

which coin.tituted our 
“ prosperity, cannot henceforth be re- 
“ vivcd, but in conjunction with the re- 
“ storauou of his maritime pcwer.”— 
W hen that desirable event 
will take 
place, it is impossible to say ; for even 
tlie sanguine character of his imperial 
maiesty, on this important subject, is So 
far controuled by prudence, that he 
does not encourage us to look for it, at 
a very early day. T he arduous and im ­ 
portant task he has marked out for him- 
sell, will not only require very extraor­ 
dinary means, but will occupy, from his 
own acknow led;^ent, a considerable 
length of time.
